HooaicK Falls, Feb. 25, 1874. 
Df.ar Independent :—I have noticed 
a good many times you ask your readers 
for items from different parts of the 
country, aud as I am one of the number 
I will give you a few notes from this vi¬ 
cinity. 

There is a place in Vermont where the 
chief product is gum, when there is any¬ 
thing written or said from that place 
it is always gum, as that is the currency 
and the life of the whole town. 

So it is with us here the whole place 
turns on mowing machines, and if we 
write we must have something to say 
about tho business. The company is 
called tho Walter A. Wood Mowing % 
Reaping Machine Co., and has the largest 
manufactory of the kind in the world. 

They were burnt out a few years ago 
and immediately built a new shop 
400x150 feet and this year they have 
built a foundry nearly as large, and con¬ 
sidered as good and convenient as any in 
this country. 

They are employing about eight hun 
dred men, and are at present turning out 
from 100 to 105 nmchipes per day, and 
they expect to go as high as 140 before 
the season closes, which will be about 
the middle of July. 

They took advantage of the panic and 
cut the wages fearfully,knowing the men 
would be obliged to accept their terms, 
which were 20 per cent. Like the man 
that was cutting the dog’s tail off, they 
let the axe slip and took it off just back 
of the ears. 

It would surprise you Mexico people 
to see the amount of work that a man 
can do in a day here. If we should work, 
a 3 is tho custom in other shops we 
could’nt mako 50 cents j>er day, but what 
we do is by the acre. While the work 
lasts wo can make very good wages. • 
It is claimed now that the shops will 
run eleven months in the year, which 
will be much better than waiting 4 or 5 
months for work. 

last year they built 22,000 machines, 
and they were all sold too ; the orders 
are for more this year. About 8,000 or 
10,000 go to foreign countries, so, of 
course, the panic does not affect them m 
the least.

To Discard or Not to Discard. 


Ranald Douglas sometime since con¬ 
tributed an article to the Silent World, in 
which he expressed his convictions pret¬ 
ty strongly on tho ultility of signs as a 
means of instructing the deaf, and in a 
few sentences he over-leaped the ‘goal 
which many an instructor bus despaired 
of reaching, and, to his own satisfaction, 
summed up signs as useless and recom¬ 
mended that they be discarded. It would 
be interesting to know if, in the author’s 
own opinion, he could have written such 
a good article had signs never been used 
in his instruction. We have heard of a 
man who, Bplashing, sinking and 
drowning in the water, was rescued by 
a dog. And when he reached terra Jintia 
and had been brought to, he made a 
great outcry because, irf the operation, 
his coat had been torn. The simile is 
rather rough to be sure, but it will serve 
to illustrate what we mean. Don’t curse 
tho hand that earned you safely through. 

A great deal of comparison between 
deaf and hearing children has been made. 
A great many can see no difference be¬ 
tween them other than that one can hear 
and the other can not. And hence it is very 
easy to conclude that if we make tho eye 
do the service of the oar, everything is 
accomplished. But everything is not 
accomplished. We have to contend with 
something more serious, the nature of 
the child. This nature is, in the deaf-mute 
child, to communicate by signs ; in the 
hearing child it is to communicate by the 
organa of the ear and tongue. And in 
this light, the way to instruct is t® fol¬ 
low the nature of the pupil and not try 
to change it, though of course we may 
keep it within reasonable limits. 

The best instructors will tell us that 
without signs they could show but a sor¬ 
ry success. But it must not be supposed 
that signs exclusively are to be used from 
one end of the course to the other. There 
is a time when they can and should be 
left oft*, a time even when they should 
not be used, a time too when the manual 
alphabet is invaluable in the work of in- 
stuction. But as a general thing this 
period is after signs have laid the founda¬ 
tion on which to build. No one would 
think of building a house without a foun¬ 
dation, neither would a good instructor 
think of educating a mute without signs. 
To return to little children, we have seen 
them instructed without the aid of signs, 
and expected to find them paragons of 
intelligence, but we failed to see anything 

same “mutisms" as their byothers and 
sisters tnught by mtgmm. -A nri wlmi ul'n. 

their mistakes and these “mutisms” ? 
Simply because “it is their nature 
to'*.” 

Tho sign language is a language old 
and tried and true, and yet it is a language, 
it would seetn, much abused and but lit¬ 
tle understood.
